Legislation has recently begun in Congress with the 
intent of splitting up the nation s major oil com­ 
panies. and breaking their so called monopoly Ad­ 
vocates charge that the big oil companies have 
provided a lack of competition, and monopolistic 
practices The facts do not support this 


There are over to.OOO companies competing in gas 
and oil exploration and production. There are more 
than 130 refining companies, and none has more than 
nine per cent of the production capacity The top four. 
or the ‘ Big Four.” which are getting most of the 
“ monopolistic charges” against them, make up only 
32 per cent Quick figuring ends up with an eight per 
cent production figure

are 
15.000 
wholesalers 
of 
petroleum 
products, and 300.000 retailers 
More than fifty 
companies are engaged in production, refining, and 
marketing 


Independent 
companies 
have 
increased 
their 
gasoline sales dramatically They have gone from 19 
percent of the market in 1967, to 31 per cent in early 
1975. 


Oil company profits average less than two cents a 
gallon on gasoline, compared with a federal tax of 
four cents and an average of 7.7 cents for state taxes 
The big oil companies face this “ divestiture” but 
several things are obvious if this oil breakup bill 
becomes law Perhaps the most obvious is that the 
legislation would reduce the capability of the oil in­ 
dustry to explore for new sources in the United States. 
It could possibly cause the U S to become even more 
dependent on foreign oil.

Your Health

Protecting the Hair and Scalp 


JAWS 


Is it harmful to massage the 
scalp every day? Our teenage 
daughter brushes, 
shampoos, 
massages and air blows her 
hair every day. I can't convince 
ber that she is doing damage to 
her hair. — Mrs. N.N.. Penn. 
Dear Mrs. N.: 
Hair, and the skin in which it 
grows, is a delicate mechanism. 
It cannot, therefore, be beaten 
and injured 
without doing 
damage to the hair and scalp. 


Cleanliness, of course, is an 
important factor that should be 
maintained. Yet too vigorous 
massage or brushing can be 
potentially destructive. 


This matter came up recently 
rn a report in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association. 
Dr. Joseph B. Jerome said, 
“ Vigorous scalp massage, with 
or without a shampoo, 
and 
regardless of whether the hair 
is dry. wet, or being briskly 
toweled-dry, 
is 
mechanically 
damaging to the hair 


"Vigorous 
manipulation 
of 
the 
hair 
by 
massaging, 
shampooing, drying, brushing 
or combing tends to break hair 
mechanically.” 


Thus, the hair can be injured 
if abused. I do believe, however, 
that sensible gentle massage 
and cleanliness must be con­ 
sidered beneficial to the growth 
and care of hair. 


I have trouble urinating. Is this 
an unusual reaction? — Mr. 
T R V., Ark. 
Dear Mr. V.: 
No. it is not unusual. Some 
people who have a moderately 
enlarged prostate may develop 
some difficulty starting the flow 
of urine when they are toking 
anti-allergy, or antihistamine, 
pills. 
You apparently have learned 
this by past experience and 
therefore should not continue to 
take those pills without the 
specific suggestion of the doctor 
who prescribed them. 
It is interesting to note that 
this reaction may not occur with 
all 
antihistam ine 
pills. 
Changing from one to another 
and carefully observing your 
reaction would be helpful. 
This also applies to people 
who have marked sleepiness 
and fatigue following the use of 
these 
drugs. 
Sometimes 
changing 
to 
another 
brand, 
even though chemically allied, 
may not create a 
sim ilar 
reaction.

costs, a portion of the total ingredient hill, 
fell from 7.71 cents to 6.75 cents. 
However, the wholesale price at which 
bakeries sold the bread to their customers 
rose tty 3.25 cents to a 1975 average of 35.37
